One w a y of knowing this, a side from

tu a lly a ll over the United Sla tes, a re en­ 
joy ing a n unex pected “ boom ”', unlike a ny ­ 
thing herctofor ex perienced a s a result ot 
a high a nd increa sing inteiest 
in

sea rch for ura nium. 
It is sa id tha t priva te a nd governm enta l 
a gencies a rc selling thousa nds of m a ps in­ 
dica ting where potentia l deposits of the 
va lua ble m inera l might be found. Not on­ 
ly a re professiona l a nd a m a teui piospccl- 
ors buy ing a nd study ing such m a ps but a l­ 
so a re m a ny va ca tioners a nd a lot of other 
people who a re curious. 


In m a ny a pla ce, pa rticula rly in the 
western sta tes, where busses stop a t som e 
refreshm ent sta nd to unloa d visitors or 
som e “ conducted tour” pa rty , litera lly 
dozens of y oungsters from 
eight to 15 
^ea rs of a ge often will be found sta nding 
a round with box es filled with sm a ll pieces 
of m inera l, which they offer for sa le a s 
ja n ura nium souvenir. 


. It seem s a ny ma p with the word ura ni­ 
um on it ca n be sold in a lm ost lim itless 
qua ntities. The U. S. G eologica l Survey , 
for insta nce, recently published a m a p 
showing the ura nium, va na dium a nd cop­ 
per deposits of the Colora do pla tea u, the 
la rgest source of ura nium in the United 
Sta tes. Ten thousa nd copies w ere to be 
sold a t 50 cents a piece but in three w eeks 


the supply b eca m e so low tha t 15,000 more 
were printed. 
In one w estern sla te a section of la nd 
w a s opened up to prospectors. On the first 
da > of the la nd rush a n enterprising loca l 
printer m a de up 100 m a ps of the a rea . B e­ 
fore the da y w a s over he ha d sold a ll of 
them for one dolla r ea ch. Although w e s­ 
terners a rc by fa r the biggest buy ers ot 
ura nium m a ps, the E a st is fa r from dis­ 
interested. Ma ny people from a rea s where 
ura nium ha s not been found a re pla nning 
their va ca tions to include som e prospect­ 
ing in the prom ising sta tes. 
At 
lea st three 
ea stern 
sta tes—South 
Ca rolina , G e o r g i a a nd Florida —ha ve 
som e ra dioa ctive deposits a nd the G eolo­ 
gica l Survey ha s, ha d trouble keeping 
enough m a ps ot these sta tes on ha nd. 
Prospecting m a y w ell becom e a na tion­ 
a l pa stim e a nd proba bly would ha ve long 
a go it it weren't for the fix ed price of 
gold. Much higher prem ium s a re pa id for 
ura nium beca use of defense requirem ents 
a nd its potentia lities a s a n energy genera ­ 
tor. Gold is difficult to find in sufficient 
qua ntities to m a ke the governm ent-fix ed 
price of $35 a n ounce profita ble. 
There a re only two dra w ba cks to the 
encoura gem ent 
of 
prospecting 
of 
a ll 
kinds: cla im -jum pers, with the possibility 
of bloodshed a nd the a lrea dy present fric­ 
tion between prospectors a nd ra nchers 
a nd fa rm ers. 
Friction a nd ba d feeling in prospecting, 
a nd m ost other ventures for tha t m a tter, 
m ostly a re ca used by either crooks or the 
ignora nt. As a n ex a m ple of the la tter 
group, the G eologica l Survey rela tes the 
story of a m a n who brought his m a p into 
the Survey office so they could show him 
how to rea d it. After this ha d been done 
he a sked, “ wha t does ura nium look like 
when I find it, a nd a fter I find it who do I 
sell it to" Multiply this one ca se a thou­ 
sa nd tim es a nd it becom es ea sy to see why 
officia ls a re keeping a sha rp ey e peeled 
for a ny outbrea ks sim ila r to those tha t a c­ 
com pa nied gold rushes of the pa st.

Too Good To Be 
True This Year 


Predictions for 
Year Being 
Revised Upward 


. Editors: The business boom rolled 
on to new heights the first six 
months of 1955 
In the following 
article, first of two, Sam Dawson. 
AT* business news analyst, reviews 
the first half of the year and tells 
what developments brought about 
an historic high in prosperity. 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
N EW YO RK UP) — This is the 
year good times flabbergasted the 
cautious. The economy has hit its 
peacetime stride. Records topple 
as business becomes “ almost too 
good to be true.” 
At midyear businessmen arc re­ 
vising their predictions — on the 
upside, just as they were a year 
ago. Then, the recession was prov­ 
ing to be much shallower than 
many had feared earlier. Now, the 
recovery is proving to be much 
more vigorous than most had dared 
to hope. Only the fear of crippling 
strikes or of future inflat^ >n clouds 
the prospects. 


Last year the stock market out­ 
paced business. This year industry 
forges 
ahead faster 
than 
stock 
prices. Securities have advanced 
since the first of the year, but often 
hesitantly, and with over all gains 
only about one half as steep as last 
year. 


This has been a ‘ big ticket” 
year, with the consumer unques­ 
tionably in control. He has been 
buying, and going into debt to buy, 
the hard wares of peace — autos 
in record numbers, TV sets, freez­ 
ers, automatic washers. He con­ 
tinues to buy new homes and their 
furnishings at an astounding rate. 
As a result, the makers of dur­ 
able goods, and the suppliers of 
basic 
materials for them, have 
been having a field day. 
Consumer buying has sent the 


gross national pro duct — the do lla r j 


volume of all the goods and serv ­ 


ices the nation produces and sells 
—to an all time high of 370 billion 
dollars. 
In the previous peak—365 billions 
in ’953 it was government spending 
for 
defense 
that 
furnished 
the 
spark. 
And now, at midyear, business 
itself is about to goad the economy 
to a still faster pace with its plans 
for spending more for new plant 
and equipment.

Are Put at Ease 


Identification M ade 


By Extension Agent 


Miss Ottie Hays need worry no 
more about the grass she found on 
her farm o n the Wildwood Road 
just off the Jeffersonville pike. . . 
it’s nothing but good old orchard 
grass, a comparatively new kind 
o f grass farmers are sowing for 
oasture a nd hay for their livestock 
Miss Ila y s bro ug ht a couple o f 
stems to the Reco v d-Hera ld news 
ro o m a co uple o f weeks ago for 
identifica tio n. B e i n g only the 
ra nkest kind o f botanists, it was 
sent o n to the Extension Serv­ 
ice with a request that it not onl> 
he identified, but that Miss Hays 
be g iv en the full story about it. 
When Miss Hays 
brought the 
grass in, she said it was spread­ 
ing on her farm and ‘just taking 
everything.” what she was inter­ 
ested in most of all was how to 
get rid of it. It was obvious, al­ 
though she did not say so, that 
Miss Hays thought it was some 
sort of noxious grass or weed, pos­ 
sibly something like Johnson grass 
or Canadian thistles.

IN COMPLIANCE with the re 
quest, a letter of complete expla­ 
nation was sent to Miss Hays by 
W. W. Montgomery, the Extension 
Service agent here.

County, but many places in the 
state of Ohio.

Ura nium Pros pe c ting Is Ga ining Impe tus 


We observed a group of young men on 


-on up-town street in Waskington C. H. a 


few days ago, having a good time 
kid­ 
ding” another teen-ager who was striding 


along dressed up like pictures we all have 


seen of miners and prospectors in bv-gone 


days. 
They were shouting and calling to him 


a b ou t his leaving “on a uranium prospect­ 
ing hunt.” Maybe if they had been 111 some 
of our western states this would be no oc­ 
casion for a joke. The woods are said to 
be full of uranium prospectors out there. 


One way of knowing this, aside from 
newspaper and magazine reports, is the 
announcement that 
mapmakers. 
piac- 
tically all over the United States, are en­ 
joying an unexpected “ boom , unlike any­ 
thing heretofor experienced as a result of 
a high and increasing interest in the 
search for uranium. 
It is said that private and governmental 
agencies are selling thousands of maps in­ 
dicating where potential deposits of the 
valuable mineral might be found. Not on­ 
ly are professional and amateur prospect­ 
ors buying and studying such maps but al­ 
so are many vacationers and a lot of other 
people who are curious. 
In many a place, particularly in the 
western states, where busses stop at some 
refreshment stand to unload visitors or 
jsome “ conducted tour” party, literally 
dozens of youngsters from eight to 15 
^rears of age often will be found standing 
around with boxes filled with small pieces 
bf mineral, which they offer for sale as 
an uranium souvenir. 


* It seems any map with the word urani­ 
um on it can be sold in almost limitless 
quantities. The U. S. Geological Survey, 
for instance, recently published a map 
showing the uranium, vanadium and cop­ 
per deposits of the Colorado plateau, the 
largest source of uranium in the United 
States. Ten thousand copies were to be 
sold at 50 cents apiece but in three weeks 


the supply became so low that 15,000 more 
were printed. 
In one western state a section of land 
was opened up to prospectors. On the first 
day of the land rush an enterprising local 
printer made up 100 maps of the area. B e­ 
fore the day was over he had sold all of 
them for one dollar each. Although wes­ 
terners are by far the biggest buyers of 
uranium maps, the Ea st is far from dis­ 
interested. Many people from areas where 
uranium has not been found are planning 
their vacations to include some prospect­ 
ing in the promising states. 
At 
least three eastern states—South 
Carolina. G e o r g i a and Florida—have 
some radioactive deposits and the Geolo­ 
gical Survey has, had trouble keeping 
enough maps of these states on hand. 
Prospecting may well become a nation­ 
al pastime and probably would have long 
ago if it weren't for the fixed price of 
gold. Much higher premiums are paid for 
uranium because of defense requirements 
and its potentialities as an energy genera­ 
tor. Gold is difficult to find in sufficient 
quantities to make the government-fixed 
price of $35 an ounce profitable. 
There are only two drawbacks to the 
encouragement 
of 
prospecting 
of 
all 
kinds: claim-jumpers, with the possibility 
of bloodshed and the already present fric­ 
tion between prospectors and ranchers 
and farmers. 
Friction and bad feeling in prospecting, 
and most other ventures for that matter, 
mostly are caused by either crooks or the 
ignorant. As an example of the latter 
group, the Geological Survey relates the 
story of a man who brought his map into 
the Survey office so they could show him 
how to read it. After this had been done 
he asked, “ what does uranium look like 
when I find it, and after I find it who do I 
sell it to” Multiply this one case a thou­ 
sand times and it becomes easy to see why 
officials are keeping a sharp eye peeled 
for any outbreaks similar to those that a c­ 
companied gold rushes of the past.

In a letter to “ The New York 
T im e s,” Dr. Otto Nathan, who 
qua rreled with the Sta te D ep a rt­ 
ment over his passport and got it 
through the courts, states ca te­ 
gorica lly: 
. . the right of a 
citizen to travel cannot be re­ 
stricted.” 
In this letter, Dr. Nathan rc 
duces the passport functions of 
the Sta te Depa rtm ent to a mere 
registry. He sa ys: 
“ My lega l advisers argued that 
the Sta te Depa rtm ent only has 
discretion in purely a dm inistra ­ 
tive m a tters such a s the size of 
the pa ssport photo, but does not 
enjoy any discretion in substan­ 
tive m a tters and that it 
is 
un­ 
constitutional to apply political 
sta nda rds 
to passport 
a pplica­ 
tions, a s the Sta te D epa rtm ent 
does . . . ” 
If this 
is 
correct, 
Congress 
should clea rly define the nature 
of a pa ssport, which countries an 
A m e rica n m a y travel, 
and 
by 
w ha t m ethod a passport may be 
lifted if its possessor becom es a 
problem in this country.

It is absurd to suggest that an

trouble. 


Dr. Otto Nathan is a refugee 
who ha& prospered here. In the 
United Sta tes, 
he 
has

economics and has lectured be­ 
fore organizations. In the judg­ 
ment of the Sta te Depa rtm ent, it 
is not to the best interest of the 
United Sta tes 
that 
he 
should 
tra vel in Europe

Although a small army of law 
enforcement officers will be riding 
with motorists over the double-holi­ 
day July 4 the number of deaths

ment of Highway Safety to motor­ 
ists who oian to drive over the 
July 4th weekend. 
“ The July 4th weekend is tra­ 
ditionally one of the worst holi­ 
days in the nation from a traffic 
standpoint,” Director U. C. Felty 
warned. “ Whether or not we repeat 
the shameful record of a year ago

Ohio traffic over July 4th is up to 
each individual driver.”

Peonies Won’t Let You Down 


By D E A N H ALLIDAY

PEONIES are such sturdy per­ 
ennials that they often bloom in 
spite of hardships. They were 
great favorites in China 2,4i00 
y ears ago, and they won’t let y ou 
down today . 
Although peorues bloom only 
for a comparatively short time 
each y ear, their foliage is attrac­ 
tive from spring until frost-time. 
For this reason do not neglect 
them when they finish flowering. 
In order to conserve the energy 
of peony plants for nex t y ear's 
flowering cut off all seed pods. A 
seed pod and where to cut it off at 
the end of its stalk are shown in 
the accompany ing Garden-Graph. 
It is also good gardening to cut 
off any late buds which may de­ 
velop. These late buds are usual­ 
ly false ones. 
Conserve peony foliage. It is 
a mistake to cut back the foliage 


too severely , for, like asparagus, 
peonies need their foliage through 
the summer to build up strength 
for nex t y ear’s blooms. If y ou 
do cut peony foliage, leave two 
or more of the lower branches, 
as illustrated. 
In extremely dry weather it is 
important to water peonies (even 
after the flowers are gone) to 
assure uninterrupted root and 
bud development which will re­ 
sult in fine blooms nex t y ear. 
Since peonies are plants of per­ 
manence, they should have light 
applications of 
wood a s h e s 
worked into the soil each y ear 
plus feedings of plant food. K 
wood ashes are not available use 
sulphate of potash or muriate of 
potash, one handful to each plant. 
This attention will help to keep 
them growing lux uriantly y ear 
after y ear.
